THEATRES IN FLAMES. 



Half a Million Dollars Lost iu a Few 
Honrs— Not One Life 
Threatened. 



A Washingrton Report (jnito Warlike 
iu its Tone— Armingf a Seiziugr 
Fleet for Behrinfc's Sea. 



Seven New Cntters to be Placed In 
Service, to be Drawn from 
the Coasters. 



New YoiiK, Jan. 2. — At 11.45 to-night 
firo started on tho stage of tho 5th Avenue 
theatre and burned with great rapidity. 
Three alarms wore sent out in (|uick suc- 
cession, but the inflammable material upon 
which tho flames fed rendered the 'eflbrts of 
the firemen to oavo tho building a hopeless 
task. All tlio elaborate scenery used in 
Fanny Davenport's rendition of ' ' Cleopatra ' 
has been destroyed, and tho fire has spread 
to Hermann's theatre, and it is feared tho 
entire block will be consumed. At 1 o'oloclc 
the destruction of the whole block seemed 
likely. Tlio Fifth Avenue theatre building 
is doomed and Hermann's tbetitre us well. 
The sporting goods establishment of J. J. 
Cooks has caught fire, and six distinct ex- 
plosions of powder held tliere in some form 
of stock have been heard from tlie interior. 
A strong breeze fans tho flames, and the 
Oialey House, at the cornerof IJradway and 
Tweiiiy-ninetli street, is threatened. The 
wind is driving the flames up and across 
Hioadway, and the firemen aro directing 
their attention to saving the surround- 
ing jji-operty, the theatre building 
beini: hopelessly wrapped in flames. 
It w.ia the (jilsey Iniildiug, not tiie tiilby 
House, that was threatened at this hour 
(IslOa.in.) Tlie froi.t wall of this building 
is expected to fall any moment. At 12:30 a 
flaming brand, borne by a strong northwest 
wind, fell on the roof of tho Sturtevant 
House, across ]5roadway, from the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre, setting that hotel on fire. 
The guests wci o hustled out, amid great 
excitement, and conveyed to other hotels. 
Tho flremen now devoted their best ef- 
forts to save the hotel at this writing. 
Harry Minors, the lessee of the Fifth Ave- 
nue theatre, places his loss at $125,000. The 
Magician, Hermann, says it cost him $05,- 

000 to fit up his theatre.' Besides losing 
this, he loses $15,0(K) worth of theatrical ef- 
fects und costumes. 

The Sturtevant House has gone, and the 
whole block with it. Noi< one injury has 
been reported, but the loss will reach half 
a million. 

Wa^lite rreparatlons. 

Wasuinqton, D. C Jan, 2.— If rumors 
coming from the treasury department have 

any value, the government is preparing to 
protect the seals next season without refer- 
ence to the result of negotiations for arbi- 
tration by Secretary Blaine. Preparations 
now are making for keeping poachers, and 
operations will be on a larger scale than 
ever before, and the marine forces . much 
more formidable. 

It is said that the treasury ^department 
proposes to augment the revenue cutter 
ilcet in Bchriug's Seu by Eeven vessels. It 
is not known where the seven vessels will 
como from, but it is inferred they will be 
made up of coastwise :steamcrs. Should the 
rumor prove correct over forty officers will 
bo reijuired to bo sent from tlio Kast to man 
these ships. A detail of forty revenue 
marine oliiccrs will ilraw upon the comple- 
ments of every revenue cutter now in com- 
mission on the Atlantic and (lulf coasts. 

Tlie chartered vessels to Lemaile efficient, 
as well as the revenue cutters. Bear, Husli, 
("orwiii and Wolcott, now on the Pacific 
Coast, will be armed with serviceable guna, 
and iiotliing .sliort of six-pounder Hotchkisa 

1 .tpid-Liring pieces in hroudside, with 47-inch 
llotchkiss rapid-firing guns in point. There 
will be needeil secontlary batteries of Hoteh- 
kiss or revolving cannon of flatliiig. 

It is tliouglit tliat the intention of tho 
authorities Iicre is to endeavor to arm Hie 
revenue cutter fleet in a manner that will 
oiraet tlio lighting elliciency of the British 
gunljouts Daphne, Xyiupho, Espiegic, 
L'lieiisant and Acorn, now iu tlie Nortli 
I'acilie, iia none of the above gunboats are 
over 1,141) tons, and the Pheasant is a little 
over 755 toiia. It is thought possible that 
improved revenue cutters will be able to 
convey successfully into port uU captured 
British merchant vessels. 

It is further rumored that each revenue 
cutter will carry during the coming spring 
a treble crew. Extra force, it ia inferred, 
will be available to man^ho regdlarj^ naVal 
vnasols in the - Pacific^ The new 'cruisers 
Cliarleston n'nd'San Francisco are more than 
a niatbt 'for;' any two or three Uritiali 
cruisers now in these waters, the flagsliip 
Wurspite alone excepted. Whatever trouble 
rises in the North Pacific will bo caused, 
it is feared, by British warships endeav- 
oring to retake captured , British . sealing 
vessels. ' '

Tho Crow's Nest and Ivoot- 
onay Lake railway company will seek a 
Dotninion charter, also power to imild from 
the eastern terminus in an easterly direction 
to the Calgary ami Edmonton railway. 

Hon. Mr. Foster is home from tlie Weitt 
Indies and says : Aa regards tho practical 
results of his trip, ho cannot suy anything 
OS yet, the proposals of tho Canadian 
government being under consideration of 
the various island governments.

London, Jan. 2. — A telegram from Paris 
states that Dillon has cabled O'Brien advis- 
ing him not to accept tho proposals of 
Parnell, involving O'Brien's acceptance of 
the Irish leadership temporarily, under an 
understanding that FarneH should bo the 
pawer behind the throne and sliould soon 
I'eturn to the actual leadership. Dillon is 
said to have confined himself to merely 
recording his opinion without any urging, 
leaving O'Brien to act in his judgment with 
as little outside influence as possible. It is 
from the same quarter that the only im- 
mediate practical outcome of the conference 
has been that an agreement is reached 
whereby certain funds on deposit in Paris 
may be used by the representatives of both 
factions for the good of Ireland. ParnoU, it 
is further stated, has instructed Harrington 
to draw at onc9 on the fund under this 
agreement. 

The action of Bishop O'Callahan, of Cork, 
in refusing to permit the installation of 
Mayor Horgan, in the Catholic cathe- 
dral, has worked up the Parnellitc 
feeling to frenzy, not in Cork 
alone, but in Limericliand Dublin. Timothy 
Harrington denounces it as a high outrage, 
not upon Mayor Horgan alone, but upon 
tho people ot Cork, and as a^, yirtaai^vkasQ. 
on the part of the clergy, !.tiiati,tfi«y olai 
the unlimited right of dictation in Irish pol- 
itica. iTolin O'Connor, who is in charge of 
Parnell's United Ireland, is equally out- 
spoken, and protests that the action of tho 
bishop will react with a decisive influence 
upon the enemies of Parnell. The Euglish 
Liberal Unioniats, espeaiully of tho working 
cIafiS,aro giving open expression to their dis- 
sent from the assertion of Joseph Chamber- 
lain that tn alliance with the tories should 
be maintained, irrespective of Irish homo 
rule, as against what he calls "anarchy and 
English nihilism." In large manufacturing 
town this view is especially repudiated, vo- 
ters of the pirty claiming that while they 
support the integrity of the empire, they 
cannot pledge themselves to any alliance 
with the tories that goes beyond that, ' 

He FAVoni Emin. 

Beblin, Jan:2.— 'iCherb is a stfbiig feel- 
ing in Berlin of sustaining Emin against 
Baron Wissman in Africa. Emiu's vigor- 
ous proceeding have strongly appealed to 
tho Kaiser's warlike instincts. It . is not 
certain yet that Wissman's action will be 
approved. The Kaiser is said to have re- 
cently expressed himself privately to the ef- 
fect that what was needed in such coloniza- 
tion work as Germany has on hand in Af- 
rica is less discipline and methodical plod- 
ding and more boldness and original uiider- 
takmg. He is even said to have gene so far 
as to compare Germon colonizers unfavor- 
ably with English, and to say that methods 
for borne service jlid.^ptseem^tOj^j^k satis- 
factorily in tKepl.ev^elopment"^jn^^ 
distant administrations over uncivilized peo- 
ple. For this reason bo is thought to bo 
likelier to view with leniency any undue 
ndventurousness of Emin in tho iutereat of 
Gorman extension in Kast Africa.

Qiarterly Heetrni;, Yesterday— AdTertlsioer 
the City, Bn'i Commercial Travellers' ' 

Licenses the Chief Topics. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade was held, 
yesterday afternoon, and was well attended. 
The board has 114 members on its roll, of 
whom a large percentage take un active in'' 
terest in its meetings. 

President Ward being absent in Eng- 
land, Vice-President Thomas B. Hall occu- 
pied tho chair, and Secretary F. Elworthy 
was at his usual post. After tho minutes 
of the last meetinj^ had been read and ap 
proved, the following 

COMMUNICATIONS " 
were read and acted I'pon : 

Owen T. Bulkeloy, of London, tho Hon. 
Lay Secretary of the Colonial Mission Fund, 
sent in an application, endorsed by 
F. Bourohier, to get up a book descriptive 
of Victoria, similar to hia " Guide Book to 
the British West Indies. " Referred to tho 
coinmitteo on advertising. 

John Irving, manager of tho C.P.N. Co., 
called attention to the fact that the steamer 
Danube, of 17 feet draft, stuck in the mud 
oOO feet outside her wharf ut high water. 
Ho represented that the company are now 
engaged in deepening the water alongsido 
the wharf, and insisted that the govern- 
ment should do as. much for the main chan- 
nel. Tlio secretary of the board was 
directed to write to the Minister of Public 
Works, calling his attention to tho facts 
stated. 

John Maokay, of Bowmanville, Ont., 
wrote, asking who supplies the British fleet 
with pot barley, pearl barley and split peas. 
He claimed to make three-fourths of all 
made in Canada, and could make special 
arrangements with the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way as to freight. Tho board ruled that 
the local dealers were able to supply tho 
demand, and he was so informed. 

H. C. Beetou advised tho board, by mail, 
that tho shipping manifesto will be for- 
warded from London. 

William Cordon, having resigned as agent- 
of the Hamilton Powder company, also sent 
in his resignation as a member of the Board 
of Trade. Accepted. 

' 0. S. Prentiss, of Lawrencetowo, Nova 
Scotia, wrote, asking information aboat 
Victoria. He will bo duly answered.

Judjro Swan Keplies to Professor 
Henry "W. Elliott -The Babies 
are Abie to Swiui- 



People Who Never saw a Seal are not 
Competent Witnesses Against Care- 
ful Observers.

Port TowNSEND.Jan. 2.— In tho Post-In 
telligencer of the S29th of December is an ar 
♦iole from Henry W. Elliott, copied from 
Forest and Stream, to which my attention 
has been called, in which ho charges me 
with having made erroneous statements re- 
garding fur seals. In order that this cou 
troversy between Mr. Elliott and myself 
aan be better understood, I will state that 
in 1879-80 Mr. Elliott was sent to tho Tim 
blofif islands by Professor Baird, of the 
Smithsonian Institute, to study tho habits 
of tho fur seals, sea lions, walrus, sea otter, 
etc., which are found in tho waters of iiCh- 
ling sea. Mr. Elliott is a skilled artist, 
and excelled in his delineation of marnio 
animals, and the drawings of these animals 
as published by tho Smithaoman are con 
aidered the best extant, but as a naturalist 
Mr. Elliott is not considered an autliority, 
And his statements about tho habits of these 
marine animals, as well as his deacripliou of 
Alaska, are to bo taken cum r/rmio xalts. 

One of the hypotheses, and a favorite one 
of Mr. Elliott, was' that all tho fur seals of 
tho North Pacific Ocean resort to the Prib- 
lofif islands to breed, an hypothesis, which, 
if correct, would prove the necessity of tho 
novernment leasing those islands to tho 
Alaska Commercial Company or some other 
equally powerful monopoly, who should have 
the exclusive right to kill seals, and no 
other American citizen sl^uld be permitted 
to procure those fur-bearing animals. ■ 

At the same time that Mr. Elliott was on 
ihe Pribloff islands', I was stationed at 
Keah Bay aa an inspector of customs, and 
•was reqiiestei ByfProfessor Baird to report 
on tho fisheries of Cape Flattery and espe- 
cially on the tur seal Ushery for the tenth 
census of the United States. 

Permission having been granted by tho 
secretary of tho treasury for me to perforin 
the double duty of inspector of customs and 
special agent for tho census, I was assigned 
district 10, Puget Sound from January, 
1880, to Janiinry, 1881. Professor D. S. 
JordonandC. H. Gilbert had district 15, 
Coast of California, Orecon and Washing- 
ton Territory. Dr. Tarleton H. Bean had 
the Alaska seal tiaheries from June to Oc- 
tober, 1880. — [Smithsonian Report, 1881, 
page 53. 

In my report I stated the fact, well 
known to every sealer, trader or resident at 
Neah Bay, that the pups killed with the 
seals off tho cape constituted a considerable 
portion of the catch, and that the young 
seals of the size of a full-grown kitten are 
common and are taken by Indian boys to 
play with, and that the pups taken from the 
mothers will swim as soon as taken from 
the womb. This fact is so well known and 
BO well authenticated at Cape Flattery that 
no on^ on Puget Sound acquainted with the 
seal fishery has ever supposed it to be ques- 
tioned. But my statement was directly op- 
posed to Mr. Elliott, who had published in 
nia account of the habits of fur seals, that the 
ittps cannot swim and will sink like a stone, 
.'had not seen Mr. , Elliott's , report whan I 
made my report,;and U.^Xj^had,!^ not 
liave doubted liiBistaliemisot iroyf as it re- 
^rded the habits of the fu'c seals of the 
Pribloff islands, but I am entitled to the 
same consideration from him as to what I 
had seen of the fur seals at Cape Flattery, 
and which I could prove by hundreds of 
competent witnesses. My theory was and 
is that the fur seals taken at Cape Flattery 
are a portion of the California seal herd, 
&nd that their habits differ from those of 
JSehrine Sea. It "was an interesting quo»- 
"tion, wnioh worthy of scientific inves- 
tigt^iOU, but Mr. Elliott attacked me in a 
%0Bt unconrteous manner in his report, 
which was pablished b^;, 'the ' Sniithsonhm 
and a copy sent me. ' I immediately de- 
manded of Professor Baurd that justice 
should be done nie, and I was requested to 
make another report, which I did^nd this 
last was published in the bulletin of the 
United States fish commisrion^i Vol. 3^,1882, 
pages 201 to 207. 

In that report I took the testimony of 
eompetent and responsible citizens to sup- 
port tho truth of my first report, which 
Wr. Elliott had denounced as erroneous. 
Among that number will be found Mr. E. 
8iillii:k, trader at Neah Bay, who had a live 
pcal pup swimming in a tank ; Capt. James 
Dalfiikrduo, of the sealing schooner Mary 
Taylor; Capt. E. H. McAlmond, Capt. 
Kelson T. Oliver, Cupt. Charles Willough- 
by. United States Indian agent at Neah 
Bay, and Hon. Henry fjindes, late state 
senator and now president of tho First 
National B^nk of Port I'ownsend. Colonel 
Landcs resided at one time at Noah Bay, 
and is pretty conversant with the fur seal's 
habits ut Capo Flattery, and his word is of 
far more value as positive proof of the 
truth of my statement about the seal pups 
'than the negative statement of Mr. Elliott 
or all tho witnesses he , names in his paper 
to Foreat uiid Stfeisin/^' All his witnesses 
say they never 'saw a ' seal pup with its 
mother ; Mr. Elliott can fincf thousands of 
persons who are ready to make oath that 
they never saw the seals swimming with their 
young, What of that? They only prove 
u negative. But my witnesses positively 
assert what they have seen and know. 
Among others whom I quoted in my report 
are Capt. Quinn, of the schooner Teaser, 
and officers of tho United States revenue 
steamers W'oluott and Corwin, who were 
horo in 1880. 

Tho late Alexander C. Anderson, Esq., of 
Victoria, at that time inspector of fisheries, 
a soientilic gentleman who took [;reat inter- 
est in tho natural history of all that per- 
tained to his duties in connection with the 
fisheries, writing to mo from Victoria. B.C., 
Juno 24, 1882, says : " It is very desirable 
that tho (liHorupanuy between the statement 
of Mr. Elliott and tho accounts of local 
observers should bo reconciled. Mr. Ellioti 
is very dogmatic in his statements, and cer- 
tainly treats your remarks with scant cour 
tesy. I hope you will renew the subject 
una discuss it at large from our local point 
of view. The true solutions will, probably, 
be as you suggest, that our seals are of the 
southern variety and quite different in hab- 
its from the northern species. Mr. Elliott, 
however, argues under tho assumption thai 
our seals are only a detachnieut from the 
northern herds, and makes all his observa- 
tions to correspond." 

Mr. Elliott quotes among his negative 
witnesses Captain J. J). Wurren, of Vic- 
toria, who never saw or beard of a cow hav- 
ing her youug beside her. 

This is what Mr. Anderson says in his 
letter to me nf September l,^, 1882: "I 
have sprikon to Cui)tiiin Wurroii und Captain 
Spring, both largely L-iigaged in the seal 
tnulii, c:oiici.>niiiig tlio pupping of seals'. 
The forinr i- of the two appeared to he reti- 
cent, und 1 do not think bus been a close 
observer, so far as the natural history of 



the seal is concerned. He can tell little or 
nothing to settle the pup question. " . 

Captain Doug Wurren can 'toll but little 
or nothing now', according to Mr. Elliott's 
statement, so his evidence amounts to but 
little. 

Of Capti'.in William Spring, whom I well 
know us a man of great observation, Mr. 
Anderson writes : " Captain Spring, a very 
intelligent man, assures me that he nas seen 
the young seal taken from the wbrob fre- 
quently in a very advanced state, and that 
on one occasion he witnessed the taking 
of a live young one from the womb of u 
mother seal killed, evidently within a few 
hours of parturition. The "pup survived 
about twenty-four hours, being kept on 
board in a tub of water wherein it appeared 
to swim quite naturally. Captain Spring 
ridiculed the assertion that if born at sou 
it must sink." 

The lato Captain Charles Willoughby, at 
that time United States Indian agent at 
Neah bay, an experienced sealer, fisherman 
and master mariner, a man of large obser- 
vation, well known in this community, from 
Capo Flattery to Olynipiu, says, in my re- 
port alluded to, " Tho fur seal proper are 
very common at Neah bay every season. 
Las't summer (July, 1881,) Young Sial, a 
Makhh Indian, killed a lenialo seal and 
brought it ashore in his canoe. He opened 
it in his canoo and took out a 
live pup which, I think, from its appear- 
ance, would have been born in u very few 
hours. It was very lively, and Sial tied a 
string to one of its flippers and threw.it 
overboard, where it swam around in a play- 
ful manner. Siul took tho end of the string 
ashore, where his boy Luke, one of the 
school boys, hold it. I saw Luke with four 
of those fur seal pups with strings tied to 
then., playing just outside the surf. The 
iiBsertion that they will siuk is all nonsense; 
every Indian and every white man who has 
lived at Cape Flattery knows that fur seal 
pups will swim as soon as they are born."- 

Here is the positive usaertioitl of a gbVorh-^ 
mcnt officer, who for over four years made 
observations and knew what he was saying, 
and yet Mr. Elliott "stoutly denies my 
statement." 

The fact is that Elliott's theory about fur 
seals all going to Priblofif islands is com- 
pletely luocked in the head, but he has 
kepfosi i^th his mendacious assertions for 
more than twenty years, and now evidently 
believes them himself; - Ho and I are in the 
attitude of two knights with the >1lteld> be- 
tween them, one side'of which was silver 
and the other gold; each asserting the 
shield to bo as he saw it. Now, if Mr. El- 
liott will understand that the habits of 
these seals are different than around Van- 
couver island on tho northern coast, tho fur 
seals do bring forth their young on the 
great masses of kelp around the rooky 
coasts and are called helpers, and that 
these pups do swim as soon as born, it will 
detract notliing from his statement that the 
pups of the fur seal on tho Pribloff islands 
will sink like a stone. I never have dis- 
puted his assertion of what he has seen, und 
I demand equal credit to be given to my 
assertion of wha^ I have seen and have 
proved by competent and reliable witnesses 
against the simple ipse dixit of Henry W. 
Elliott. 

I have said nothing of the reason why 
Mr. Eliiott sets himself up in such a dog- 
matic manner to be tho Sir Oracle of the 
fur seal question, but the case is easy of 
solution. He has been at work for the 
Alaska Commercial Company to promul- 
gate his theories, and has through this 
influence been made of so much import- 
ance in Washington City that the members 
of congress are led to think no one but he 
can tell anything about fur geals, but this 
inflated bladder has at last been panctured 
and found to contain nothing hut wind. He 
has earned for himself tho proud cognomen 
of being the monumental liar of 'liehring 
sea.

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UNSEASONABLE., 

The New Year's article of the Opposi 
tion was worse then a jeremiad. It was 
both melancholy and malignant. It was 

. « mixture of lamentation and false accu- 
sation that wa3 anything but appropriate 

■ to tho season in which everyone is sup- 
posed to be cheerful and to be in charity 
with all mankind. "It's a poor heart 
that never rejoices " has become a pro- 
verb. But tlie Times shows that there 
are hearts so poor and so dry, wliich not 

. only uerar rejoice, but which cannot on 
even the most joyful occasion refrain from 
giving expresaiou to their stored ill-na- 
ture, and their cherished spite. 

The Times, on the last day of the old 
year, poured out in its editorial columns 
the political and personal venom which 
it appears to have been collecting for 
years. It was a singular time for such an 
exhibition, but it is to be hoped, now 
that it has unburthened itself, that it will 
t)e, for tho year 1891, passably good- 
natured and tolerably charitable. 

It! taking upoa itself the /ole of deril's 
advocate at this particular time was alto- 
gether unnecessary. / The Government 
ha'd, in the year that was then passing 
away, rendered its account to the people. 
It was to be supposed that wheu 
the appeal fc^ th? Qlegtow ro*49 its 
^Romieg Tfould hfcve done their utmost W 
jroVe tli*fc it was not worthy of their «o«« 
iidentie; Itl sins of comiubsloH and 
ohiissioh would have been there set in 
kK'iy against it in the most eflfective way 
that its enemies could devise, and its con- 
demnation demanded. This is what was 
in fact done. But it will bo remeiiiborod 
how weak and frivoUus the indictment 
was. Those who h.id been for four long 
years abuningtho Government daily, when 
the time for trial came had hardly a 
word to say against it. Never wasa 
government's general policy so weakly 
attacked. When the : Qppositioa were 
challenged to formulate' thBiif charges and 
to support them by the testimony of facts, 
they had very littlo indeed to say, and 
that little was considered hardly worth 
listening to even by those who for a 
special reiison did not regard the Govern- 
ment favorably. If it wure nob for local 
jealousies and sectional disputes tho 
Government would not, at the last elec- 
tion have had even the semblance of an 
opposition. As tbe Tunea ;f&il<:d at the 
general election . when the Government 
was on its trial to make out a case against 
it, why does it serve up to the public a 
cold rehiish of its exploded charges and its 
stale and not too savory personalities. 
Tho dainty dish which it, at tho season 
of tho glad now year, set boforo tlio pub- 
lic was, besides being nausonting, most 
uureasnnnblo. 

According to its custom the organ deals 
ia vague genoralitos. It is inconsistent 
and illogical, It, for instance, charges 
the G-ovemmont with having impeded 
the material progress of the pi-ovince. 
It, of course, does not adduce a single 
fact in proof of its most unj ust and fool- 
ishly indefinite charge. It bknios tlio 
Government for procuring tlio enactment 
of liiwa injurious to tho intnrest of tliu 
miners of llio province, but in tlio saiiio 
article it censuios tlio Governnii'iit for ap- 
pointing a coinniisaimi of practical minors 
toexaiiiiiio iho mining laws, for tho pur- 
pose of 8iij,'<;osting anioiidments and ad- 
ditions required by tlie condition and 
circumstances of the country. , The 
writer of the extraordinary article is sus- 
piciously diffuse and ill-natured on the 
subject of tho mining commission. Is it 
posaililo thrtt in his eyes the great sin of 
the Govuriiniout is that in the appoint- 
ment of the commission it has not pro- 



perly appreciated modest merit? We 
will not, however, venture a surmise as 
to the authorship of this wohdiscCulspio- 
duction. But it is certain that 'whqiver 
he is, he must have been impelled by 
Bopie unusual motive to write such an 
article at such a time. 

AN INDIGNANT. COLONY. 

The inhabitants of Newfoundland are 
excited and indignant. They have boon 
told that tho Imperial Government has 
renewed tho modus viteiidi with France, 
which they believed was only to last for a 
year, and they have burst out in a storm 
of protest. The newspapers are fierce in 
their tone. Their utterances, a few 
years'agOi would be regt^rded as seditious. 
The Colonist denounces Lord Knutsford's 
disp*tch as the most namby-pamby state 
paper ever, - issued from the Colonial 
Office. The Times advocates the transfer 
of the colony to France. The Herald, 
the organ of the Opposition, says : 

" We are struggling now for emancipa- 
tion from tho slavery under which wo 
have groaned for half a century, and 
nothing can bo more exasperating than 
Groat Britain's temporizing policy. 
Under no modus vivendi will France 
retreat from the new and obnoxious pre- 
tensions wliich have so passionately ex- 
cited the people of Newfoundland. The 
mere name ia hateful to us, associated as 
it is with the most llagrant attempt which 
Groat Britain ever made on tho liberties 
of tho colony. Great Britain must be 
answerable for the consequences of pro- 
longing tho modus vivendi. What can 
avert bloodshed next spring, now that 
this nev'attempt is iai»da ■ to prolong the 
period of slavery ? Whore shall wo 
tiiid tho man wlio will preach peace and 
forbearance to his follow countrymen? 
Tho new-fangled claims of Franco uro sot 
up merely to bo com promised at tho ex- 
pense of Newfoundland. It araitos us 
with shime, even here in the colonies, to 
hear a British minister proclaim that the 
Imperial Government will permit "France 
to enforce upon British subjects an in- 
terpretation of treaty rights at direct 
vniianco with that held by Great Britain. 
If peace has been preserved between tho 
two nations it has been at the expense of 
the honor of Great Britain. But tho 
people of Newfoundland have done with 
submission, Their putiunce is exhausted. 
They have lost confidence in the good 
faith of tho British Ministry. In spite 
of Lotd Kiiutfiird's assertion that the 
settlement of our difficulties rests with 
the Imperial Government, Newfoundland 
will find a way of settling these matters 
after her own wishes." 

It is not often that an organ of public 
opinion in a British dependency in these 
days adopts this tone. The policy of 
Great Britiin towards its colonies is so 
liberal and so considerate of tho rights of 
the wishes and oven the prejudices of the 
colonists that no reasonable man among 
them complains of the way in which tJiey 
are treated. They, indeed, are to all in- 
tents and purposes independent. The 
sovereignty of Great Britain is felt only 
to protect, seldom ur never to restrain. 
Is Newfoundland an exception,?^^trAjre, 
while all the rest of us oulbnists'are as 
free as we desire to be, the inhabitants 
of Newfoundland kept in bondage ? 
It will be found on enquiry that in" all 
matters that are purely domestic the peo- 
ple of Newfoundland have as' largo ft 
share of self-government as those of any 
Blll6b colony, but, unfortunately, Great 
Britain fs bound by treaty obligations, 
entered into a long time ago, in which 
tlie interests of the Newfoundlanders Me 
implicated. Before Nowfoundlaud was 
of any importance as a cloiiy, certain 
privileges on tho north and west shores 
of the Island wore conceded to the 
French. There is a dispute between the 
two nations as to the interpretation of the 
treaty. Th« French contend that, under 
its terms,- , ttoey caft fish lobsters 
ofif the coast »ftd erect establiahmBhts 
on shore ifoT cttinningl them, and fur- 
ther, that' British subjects cannot en- 
croach on their fishing ground or 
erect canning estnblishmenta on tliat part 
of the coast in wliich they are permitted 
to exercise their treaty privileges. Tlio 
British contend that the troiily can not 
have this interpretation, and the Now 
foundlanders arc of the same opinion. 

But national disputes of this kind are 
not easily, or promptly settled. .Nations 
cannot go to law, for as yet there is no 
tribunal to which they ' can sutmit their 
disputes, to, be authoritively settled. 
The people of Newfoundland ore 
naturally impatient of tho do- 
lay. They believe that Great Britain 
ought to insist upon her interpretation of 
tho treaty, or witimut further nof^otiation 
have recourse to tho List argument of 
Kings. Tiiis is somewhat unreasonable. 
Going to war, is in these days— or indeed 
in liny days— no fun. The minister that 
plunges two great nations into, war with- 
out adequate cause, or until all the re-, 
sources of diplomacy are exhausted in- 
curs a fearful responsibility. 

Franco and England have made a sort 
of interim agreeineiit, which ia called u 
mvduH rivcndi; and it i.s tho coiitiiiuii.ti(jii 
of fchia agreement wliieli has arouatul iliu 
iuilij^naticjii of our fellow-sul)joct8 in Now- 
fu:iii lliuul. T!;eir case ia, we admit a 
hard ciiiu. It 18 very unpleasant for the 
inhabitiints <jf any colony to see tho peo- 
ple of a foreign nation exercising rights 
over the territory which they regard as uii- 
(inpstionably their own. But national 
obligations must be respected, and alliiw- 
ances must bo madu for tho diiliculbios 
that arise in doalin.; with a powerful na- 
tion tenacious of what it holievos to bo its 
rights. Iloio is whore wo think 
the Nowfoundltindets are hasty 



and somewhat unreasonable. They 
have no grounds for questioning 
the good faith of the Imperia'f Govern- 
ment, and their self-interest blinds them 
to the terrible' consequences that must 
follow an appeal to arms. Thoy should 
have more patience and moro considera- 
tion. All the lobsters that crawl on the 
bottom of tho Atlantic Ocean, and tho 
seas and gulfs and bays connected with 
it, would not pay the expenses of three 
months of war between Great Britain and 
France. This both the people and the 
Government of Great Britain know very 
well, and it is, therefore, no wonder that 
they do. not view the Newfoundland 
question in the same light as do the New- 
foundlanders. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Miner, in its remarks relative to 
the construction of a wharf at Nelson, 
evidently forgets that the people of the 
locality themselves, at a meeting, formal- 
ly expressed a wish to have tho money 
intended for tho wharf expended in con- 
structing a piece of road. As they pre- 
ferred this road to tho wharf, it is not 
exactly reasonable to complain ^f; that 
nothing has been done to 'the wharf. 
People, as our contemporary knows, can- 
not have their cake and eat it, too. Nel- 
son will, no doubt, have its wharf and 
the other conveniences that it needs, in 
good time. Tho policy of the Gnvorn- 
mont is to encourage progress and enter- 
prise, and if Nelson does not got on as 
well and as fast as its most entliusiastic 
friends desire, the fault will not bo the 
Government's. We cannot ^see what ob- 
jection the Columbia & Kdotenay Steam 
Navigation Company can have to the 
erection of one or a half-dozen wharves 
at Nelson or anywhere else along its 
route. The more facilities thereare fortrade 
on lake and river, the better it must be 
for the comjiany. If thereare "pnrtiea," 
which wo very much douht, who wish to 
place obstructions in tho way of iinprovo- 
ment in or about Nelson, wo are quite 
sure that the Government will pay very 
little attention to their representatiouu, 
no matter what " iiifluenoe " thoy may 
be supposed to possess. 

The egg trade between Groat Britain 
and Canada, which some wiseacres 
laughed at a littlo while ago, proiuisca to 
be both permanent and profitable. Sev- 
eral shipments have been made, the eggs 
reached England in good condition ; they 
sold readily, and yielded a fair profit to 
all concerned. This is what the Canadian 
Gazette sjvys about the trade, which may 
now be said to be fairly established ; 

"The experiment of shipping Canadian 
eggs to British markets was brought to a 
close on Tuesday by the arrival at Liver- 
pool of the Lake Huron with , 100 cases, 
each containing 1,400 eggs. Since the 
McKinley tariff came into operation no 
less than 1,000 casea^, containing in all 
1,400,000 eggs, have reached this country 
from Canada, and dealers who have 
handled the consignments say that, were 
the McKinley law to bo repealed — as it is 
not, of course, likely to bo, pt all events 
for some time to come — tho Canadian egg 
raercliante have bo far alrf tidy succeecled - 
in meeting ; British requirements as to 
place the trade upon a sound and perma- 
nent footing. At the same time, wo need 
hardly remind Canadian shippers that 
there is plenty of scope for the exercise 
of caution and onterpriae," . 

Thts is enoouraginf('<bo thoie Canadians 
who consider it more consistent with self- 
respect, as well aa better policy, to en- 
deavor to find new markets than to grovel 
at the feet of the Americans bogging 
them to trade with us on fair terms.

CITY EXTENSION. 

To THB Emtoii : — I was glad to see a 
letter, signed "Rustic," in Sunday's 
Colonist, on the subject of the 
jjropoaed extension of the city limits. 
Tho people, or rather some of 
them, have voted in favor of the exten- 
sion. This was to bo expected. In now 
countries there apjjears to be a cra/.o for 
showing rapid growth and great increase 
of population in their towns, notwith- 
standing the warning conveyed by older 
communities, that poverty, vice and 
crime are inseparable from crowded cen- 
tres. A glance at the filthy streets with- 
in tho jurisdiction of tho city would force 
one to the conclusion that tho city has 
morn to do than it can manage oven as it 
is, and a ;;liuico at tho map will show a 
more than auflicient area for future needs. 
If the additional revenue to be derived 
from the extension were to be spent in or 
near the enlarged areas, we would be con- 
tent, but the experience of the pant 
shows that this will be spent in the cen- 
tral portion. After the first extension, and 
f«r thirteen years this *as true. Until 
1884 not one farthing was expended, for 
instance, on Fort street, then, as now. 
one of the most important thorough- 
fates. This will certainly be the case in 
the future. 

It will of course, be ' said ' V You will 
have your representatives and they will 
sec that justice is done." This sounds 
plausible, but experience, always a safe 
guide, shows that it is not true, and that 
tho representatives from the denser por- 
tions will secure the bulk of the expendi- 
ture. Then we are promised water to 
every man's door^ 'As the mattdr. stands 
at present Elk lake will not supply Vic- 
toria, at its present rate of growth, for 
more than two or three years at most. 
How, then, can it supply houses and 
lawns in the enlarged area I Taxation 
will bo increased three or four times over, 
and for whose benefit ? There will bo no 
more police protection than at present, for 
it is evident that 40 more men could not 
patr.il one- half of the streets of the 
present and extended area. If it were 
possible to make a contract as to the 
equitable distribution of taxation as to 
tho repair, and whore necessary tho 
widening of tho streets, as to tho water 
and police and lighting, then it might be 
to the interest of those at present m the 
suburbs to vote themselves into the city. 
But this is not possible, inasmuch as no 
council can bind its successors. Common 
prudence would therefore dictate that the 
best course is CO keep out of tho city 
as long as possible, or at least 
until some benefit is likely to 
accrue from the increased taxation. 
Another serious question ^naturally 
arises. Has the owner of say 20 acres 
any more voice in the matter than the 
owner of a town lot l If not, then surely 
the Government are to blame for auch in- 
justico. Jt is time that tho management 
of civic ali'uira should bo assimilated to 
that of a joint stock company — then, and 
not till then, I believe, the best business 
men will offer their services as aldermen. 
Tiien, as to drainage. Many living in 
the suburbs would vote to join tho city, 
could they bo sure of participating in the 
general system, but no one can imagine 
that tho proposed works will, for years to 
come, extend to the present boundaries. 
There is another grive question, as to 
the rights of those whose buildings are on 
40-foot streets. I believe that two coun- 
cils have decided that, with certjjin ex- 
ceptions, streets of that width will not be 
taken over by tho city, which means, I 
presume, that such streets shall neither 
be made or repaired at the expense of the 
city. If "no representation, no taxa- 
tion," holds good, one would suppose 
that "no expenditure on streets, no con- 
tribution to' the treasury," would hold 
good, also. Very large suburban areas 
iiavo streets of this width only. A re- 
view of tho many mistakes made by for- 
mer coiyioils, and of tho attaches of some 
of the oflicers connected with tliem, and, 
perhaps one may add without ofleuce, 
looknig at the perMinmi of many former 
boards, one is apt to conclude that it is 
better,- at any rate at present, to remain 
as we are.

That tho Board wishes to emphasize the 
groat ossistonce which our late ussooiato has 
rendered In the interest of our city of Vie- 
That tho seorotary be instnioted 'to. forward 
those resolutions to the late ox-Mayors fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Ker culled attention to the fact that 
in the latest circular of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, tho population of Victoria was 
given as 15,000 and of Vancouver at the 

same figures. The secretary wos in- 
structed to write to the company In re- 
gard to this error. . 

Mayor Grunt, in this connection, called 
attention to. the mistake made by Dun, 
Wiman & Co., who gave Victoria 10,000 in- 
liabitants to Vancouver's 18,000. 

Mr. Matthews, the agent of tlio above 
named firm, who was present, o.xplainid 
that a circular correcting tho mistake, nnd 
giving Victoria its true populutiou of 25,000, 
would bo distributed to all their subscri- 
bers, and would do Victoria more good than 
the mistake had done harm. The error was 
in the printing, for in the September num- 
ber the population was i;ivcn as 120,000, and 
this he had increased to 25,000 in his last 
report to the New York office, but they 
there had failed to correct it. 

Mr. MuUette asked that the board peti- 
tion the British consul ab San Francisco for 
the appointmentof a consular agent at Poit 
-Angeles. Ho represented that in the ab- 
sence of such an oliieial, no British botton s 
Gill be cleared to or from tliat port. 

His suggestion was adopted by the board. 

Mr. Krskino moved that the Doard ask 
the City Council to petition the provincial 
parliament to repeal the §50 license now im- 
posed on commercial travellers. He thought 
the Council was inconsistent to vote a fund 
to advertise the city und then kill their best 
advertisement by taxing commercial 
travellers. These gentry not only spent a 
great deal of money in the city, but cir- 
culating aa they do all over the country, 
their good word was important to have. 

Mayor Grant objected that these commer- 
cial travellers compote, to a serious extent, 
with our resident dealers — men who pay 
rents and taxes. If they would keep to 
their legitimate business he would have no 
fault to find, but when they interfere^ with 
tho retail trade be thSuM't itiwas; going too 
far. The 'courti had ' decided that' 'a $10 
llueuse was not le^^l.'and so tho Council 
bud stood by the full rate of $50 license. 

Col. Prior instunced tho town of Bran- 
don. There a similar enactment had been 
passed, ai;d the Brandon men came right 
over ami wont to underselling in Victoria. 

Mr. llogga stated tliat so fur as the 
tailors' business went the commerc"..il men 
could not interfere with it except l)y taking 
out a peddler's license. He thought that 
driving them away acted as a great injury 
to the city. 

Mayor Gnmt explained tliut two years 
ago a deligation of prominent citizens urged 
that tlie piuvincial parliament place com- 
meicial travellers in this city in tlie same 
footing with r'card to licenses aa the whole- 
sale trader. The Council Iiad no option in 
thj mutter; as to the merits of the Cdse; lie 
instanced travellers for cigar firms who 
would supply the wholesale trade, and then 
sell by tho box to saloons, etc. He thought 
that if the license could be removed from 
genuine commercial travellers und made to 
apply to these retail peddlers and the like 
it would be ubout tho tiling. 

Mr. MoLelhui supported Mr. Erakine's 
resolution. He thought that it was only 
right to give the retailers and tho smuU 
dealers a sliow to make money as well as 
the wholesale men. Sometime they, too, 
might grow to be wholesale dealers if they 
had a chance. 

After some further debate Mr. Erskine's 
motion was carried unanimously, with the 
understanding that it should apply to com- 
meroial travelleie dealing only with the 
trade. • 

The Board then adjourned.
